ing along the Mexican side of the 
river in the performance of his duty 
with a fellow customs guard, when 
the Americans opened fire 
without 


warning. 


The story as told by the survivor, 


placed the number of Americans at 
eight. 


Considerable indignation was ex- 


pressed in Juarez over the affair and 


General Gouzales sent a complaint 
to General Bell, who said he would 
investigate. 


The military supplies lost in the 


Carrisal fight arrived in Juarez from 
Chihuahua today. 
They 
consisted 


of 27 horses, 63 rifles, a number of 
pistols, several thousand cartridges 
and other equipment.
